such rapid growth ab Kimberley, the 
sent of the Government in Gnqualand 
West, and the headquarters of the 
South 
African 
diamond 
diggings. 


Eleven years ago not a hut stood whfre 
now gome 16,000 people, with a trade of 
over $2,000,000 a year, form one of the 
most thriuug communities on the 
Afncan continent 


It is now discovered that the town u 


built upon land that promises to be as 
productive of diamonds w the neighbor- 
ing "diggings" which have been the 
source of its wealth and the very origin 
of its existence. Kimberley is Identical 
with the "New Kush" diamond settle- 
ment of 1870; aud the thousands who 
flocked to the locality to secure a 
"claim" m the valuable reefs, which 
have been worked further and further to 
the east of the future town, where in 
such hurry to seek their fortunes m the 
diggings that they forgot 
to inquire 


whether the soil on which they pitched 
their tents or erected their long huts was 
not equally diamondiferoub 


As the woodsn shanties have given 


place to more substantial buildings, it 
has been found that Kimberley itself has 
been built on a diamond field, and that 
the west end or residential part of the 
town is as full of gems as the actual 
diggings themselves at the eastern or 
working end of the town. New claims 
are being taken up in all directions, and 
laud which was beginning to acquire 
considerable value as building sites has 
suddenly assumed importance as possi- 
bly containing some new "Star of South 
Africa." 


How many houses will be pulled down 


lu the search for the diamonds upon 
which they are built it would be difficult 
to gay. But it will be interesting to 
watch the future progress ol a town 
which owes its existence to the abun- 
dance of diamonds in the midst of which 
it appears to have grown

Springfield Republican contributes this 
chapter on Buddhistic monkey bunine.-iS 
iu China. In tho vicinity oi Foochow 
there is perhaps no other place so fie- 
'Itientiy vi-itcd Viy pleasure seekers as 
Mount Kushan, whose mmmit rise0 


above the hills which stand as sentinel* 
around the valley of the Min. Not 
alone for its beautiful scenery is the 
mountain noted, but, as tradition tells 
IN, for nearly 2,000 years it IUH been the 
seat of the famous Buddhist monasteiy. 
It i^ hardly that length of time since the 
worship of Buddha was imported trom 


! India, but probably this is one of the 
| oldest institutions of the kind in China, 
| and at present its theological class nuui- 


j bers about 200 priests from all parts of 


, tlie empire. 


i 
Through a long, 
winding 
avenue, 


, paved with broad stones, we come in 


I sight ot a pile of buildings which im- 


prc™ us with their solidity aud costliness.. 
How these massive stones were ever 
brought here in a land where man is the 
only beast of burden ceases not to be a 
marvel, but when we see the immeni-e 
weights which men have earned it letocn-, 
our pity for the grumbling coolies on 
whose shoulders our sedan chairs are 
borne. Tho first building is little more 
thau an entrance to those beyond, but as 
we go in we are confronted by an im- 
mense image of Buddha, who, with, a 
silly smile looks down on the multitudes 
of devotees who throng his courts. On 
each side are two ugly Biahmin deities 
connected with 
the 
introduction of 


Buddhism in China. Their eyes seem 
almost to start from their sockets as in 
savage wrath they arc with each toot 
crushing a little 
straggler from the 


infernal regions. 


"How 
were these big idols brought 


here ?" asked a little boy one day and a 
ready reply was "Why, they came down 
from the sky." 
Passing through this 


hall we enter a large court with massive 
stone-work and broad steps on each side 
from which open small rooms and shrines 
and passages leading on almost indefi- 
nitely. Parallel to the entrance hall is 
the main temple in which are three 
large images of the different Buddhas, 
past, present and future. 
Incense is i 


turning and lamps 
lighted, and a 


variety of offerings arc placed before the 
gods. 


It H the hour tor evening service. 


Let U3 watch the priests as they come 
in. Each head is closely shaved, and on 
the top are rows of from three or fifteen 
round scars. These are a part ot the 
initiation rite and are made by setting 
lighted tapers on the head and letting 
them burn slowly down. If truly a 
disciple of Buddha' the priest is supposed 
to feel no pain. Their dress was pecu- 
liar. A long, loose garment of drab cot- 
ton is crossed in front in tine Quaker 
fashion, and over this a sort ot yellow 
sheet passes under the right arm and 
over the left shoulder,the corners being 
fastened iu fiont by a large ring. Mats 
are spread on the tile-payed floor, and 
here they kneel prostrating themselves 
many times before the idols. Then they 
march slowly round aud round the room, 
in and out among the rows of mats, 
chanting the eveniug service, keeping 
time to a rude accompaniment. Some- 
times it is only the name of Buddha, 
Oini to Huk, Omi to Iluk , icpeatedover 
and over iu weird, unearthly tones. 
"And Buddha will surely answer if we 
call on him 3,000 times," says one of the 
priests, "and you can understand what 
he says." 


The service is ended and the ''dim, 


religious light" lades into 
darkness. 


We spread our bedding iu a quiet room 
ft little apart and lie down to rest with- 
out a tew of the myriad deitie* whose 
uncouth .forms are all about us, but 
through the night watches ever and 
anon, we hear the tones of the bell, the 
sound of whose vibration is said to never 
cease. It may be that ou thia particular 
night the bell-man might be caught nap- 
ping, and who could blame him, for it 
must be monotonous to always sit thus 
beside the bell-rope. "Why do you do 
it?" we asked one day but the pool man 
either failed to understand our broken 
Chinese or did not choose to give us any 
information. 


Down in a rocky gorge not far away 


is a wayside shrine or pavilliou, within 
which a stream of pure cold water runs 
from the mouth of a stone dog and turns 
a wheel, which, 
at each revolution, 


strikes a bell. The legend is that Ion}.' 
ago a pious monk was- meditating near 
by, and the sound of running water from 
a neighboring spring disturbed him, 
therefore, he commanded it to cease. Its 
voice was hushed at once, but it burst 
out itt another place, a living spring, and 
so it has been harnessed to the bell, that 
nature may unite with mail in one un- 
ceasing song of praise to Buddha. 


The central idea of Buddhism seems to 


be that buying merit,-or gaining tho 
favor of the gods by meiitorious deed." 
and suffering for their sake, and those 
that torture their bodies or sutler special 
privations hope by so doing to store up 
large quantities of merit or even to be 
deified in the future world. Their de- 
vices to accomplish this are various. 
One monk has fulfilled a three years' 
vow of hermitage iu a lonely hut at some 
distance from the temple. 
Another sits 


cross-legged in a tiny cell, coming out 
only forma meals. They say he has not 
spoken for three years, and probably 
never will again, the vow of perpetual 
silence 
being especially 
pleasing to 


Buddha. Still another, even more will- 
ing to suffer than his fellows, has offered 
one of his fingers as a sacrifice, and pro- 
poses to offer more we are told. The pro- 
cess is as follows: The finger is wound 
with flax which has been soaked iu 
kerosene oil, and on the end is placed a 
lighted taper which burns slowly down, 
consuming the finger, and the stump is

deepened in color and density, and later 
on a heavy vapor Deemed to" descend to 
the earth, and the day became almost a-, 
daik as night, the gloom incrcayng ,ind 
diminishing most fitfully. 


"At noon lamps had to bo burned in 


the Court House, the banks, and public 
offices of the city. Everybody was more 
or less alarmud, .ind many were the con- 
jectures as to Ihe cause of the remarkable 
occurrence. 


"The moie sensible thought that im- 


mense woods or prairies were ou lire some- 
where to the west , others said that a 
great, volcano must have broken out in

When the late Mr. Scward purchased 


Alaska trom the Czar he was not aware 
ot the fact that he was getting with his 
countless fur-seals, fisheries, mines and 
icebergs, one of the greatest rivers in the 
world, and now almost demonstrated to 
be of gieatcr volume then the Mississippi, 
Such is the Yukon. The vast region it 
waters remains almost as much a terra 
incognita us' the Congo. 


In fact, while the latter has teen once 


explored — by Stanley— from the jwint 
where Livingstone turned back down to 
the Atlantic Ocean, and by Livingstone 
from its extreme sources to where Stan- 
ley's exploration begun, no traveler has 
ever yet seen the upper water of Yukon, 
or has ever been able to enlighten the 
world us to its length or its source, qr the 
region it diains. Hcie, then, is an open- 
ing for enterprise and ambition, more 
fruitful of promise than anything as yet 
uurcvealed iu Africa or the Arctic sen, 
and probably less dangerous. 


That the country contains mines of 


gold and silver, we may icadily conject- 
ure from the fact that such mines exist 
on all sides of it. 
The liver i< navigable 


for hundreds of miles. It is free of ico 
from June to September. Its banks are 
Hanked below with Indian villages. Its 
waters are filled with fish for tho support 
of human life, and its woods with game. 
The mountains iu which it rises are un- 
known to white nieu, but, as they are 
generally believed to be stored with thnt 
sort of treasure which led to the rapid 
settlement of California and to the ex- 
pansion of commerce on the south ami 
central Pacific, there is the strongest 
sort of temptation ou the part of thou- 
sands to see them, test them and dig 
them up, if the treasure can be found. 


The government has many vessels 


lying idle and uselessly rotting for the 
want of action. Why not fit one of 
them up for a two years' cruise on this 
great unexplored river of the north? 
The dicovery of gold mines there would 
lead instantly to a large migration from 
all parts of the world, and in a few yeai 
contribute millions to the commerce of 
the southern Pacific states and terri- 
toriea

teenth Century I« Made Di- 


vine by the Moral* of the 
Muetecntn. 
.Professor Swing J 


It ought to be as sweet and beautiful 


to live for one's country as to die for it. 
The vast number landing from every ship 
should at once enter upon a life aa new 
in morals as in climate or in agricul- 
ture 
Tiic church, the mission church, 


the mission'Sunday school, the cheap 
moral newspaper, the rest of Sunday, 
temperance law.-*, schools of industry and 
of all practical callings, should reach the 
wilderness or the prairie along with the 
emigrant. 


Patriotism not being required any 


longer to shoulder the musket, must 
take up moral weapons and accomplish 
by the school house and church and lit- 
erature what our fathers may have 
sought by the sword—the safety and 
welfare of the nation. The sword has 
been beaten into a plowshare, the spear 
into a pruuing-hook, and learning war 
no more, the heroes of to-day and of to- 
norrow must be heroes in a spiritual 
rarfare or else sink into unworthy 
graves. 


It would seem a defect in the economy 


of our earth if there could be no sub- 
ime patriotism except that which is caus- 
ed or revealed by the bloody field, because 
such a law would make war more useful 
than peace; but the economy of our 
world is wise if there are spiritual channels 
.Jong which the heart may pour its love 
of country. 


George Pcabody was one of those sol- 


diers upon the second battle-field. 
In 


the first struggle oi our nation its physi- 
cal forces were to be met—the early 
French, tho Indians, and the British. 
Such conflicts are brief but terrible. 
Then comes the long spiritual contest in 
which the struggle ia with indolence, ig- 
norance and vice. Manhood must be 
created out of coarse material. 


Washington was a hero in the former 


shape of battle; George Peabody in the 
latter contest; and the courage which led 
among musket-balls was no greater or 
"Hinder than the one which gave, six 
millions of dollars for his country's per- 
petual good.

Six months before the feast a proc- 
lamation calls for all the marriageable 
girls to meet, and the validc sultana 
chooses thirty from among them. These 
then are put through a course of purifi- 
cation and fed only on milk and fruits, 
and every dajr smoked with incense. 


At the beginning of the feast the Sul- 


tan's mother chooses the one most to her 
taste, and orders her trousseau, and after 
the feast is over and the Sultan retires 
to his room he finds his new wife stand- 
ing at the foot of his bed entirely nude. 
He then retires, and, in token of sub- 
mission, she lifts the bed-clothes and 
creeps in at the foot of the bed. The 
other unsuccessful candidates are then 
offered the privilege of becoming odalis- 
ques or returning to their parents. 
They nearly always prefer entering the 
Sultan's household, as they know that 
should they give birth to a child they 
are at once raised to the rank of sultana.

ment in their conception of divine be- 
ings. 


So fearful were the Athenians that 


they should omit the honors ol worship 
to some deity, that they even erected 
altars to unknown Gods. 


The Greeks offered sacrifices, but no 


prayers to their deities, for it was be- 
lieved that not even Jupiter himself 
could change their inexorable decrees. 


It is claimed that Zoroaster received 


lii» book of laws, the Zenda Vesta, upon 
a flaming mount from Ormudz himself; 
also that he finally aacended to heaven 
on a thunderbolt. 


The Greeks believed that departed hu- 


man souls lingered around their former 
habitations and families to protect them; 
and hence their Lares and 
Penates, 


household gods. 


The idea that heavenly luminaries 


were inhabited by spirits of a nature in- 
termediate between God and man, first 
led mortals to address prayers to the 
orbs over which they were supposed to 
preside. 


Among the Greeks the unity of God, 


the immortal progress and destiny of the 
soul, and other sacred doctrines, were 
taught in the sanctuary to an initiated 
few, but elsewhere they were veiled in 
symbols. 


The Parsecs were a persecuted com- 


pany of the followers of Zoroaster, who 
fled to India. They are a poor, harmless 
people, industrious in their habits and 
honest in their dealings. They worship 
ouc God and detest idols. 


A sect of devil worshippers exists 


among the Parsees. They believe in one 
God also, and that Satan was once at the 
head of the angelic host, and will event- 
ually be restored; hence they think it 
well to conciliate him. 


Orpheus, one of the old sages and 


bards of the Greeks, taught that souls 
are in this world as a punishment of sins 
committed in a pre-existent state; that 
the body is a prison in which the soul is 
kept till its faults are expiated. 


During the last ten days of the year, 


the Parsees believe that the spirits of 
the dead come to the earth to visit their 
relatives, therefore they never leave their 
homes at that Reason but make great 
preparation for their reception. 


The ancient Persians worshipped fire 


with peculiar reverence because they 
thought it represented, though imper- 
fectly, the original fire from Ormudz, the 
vital principle of life 
and 
motion. 


Also, because it is the most purifying of 
all things.
